No matter who comes out of the war less exhaust­ 
ed than his opponent, the United States, wealthiest 
in resources and moat desirable from the standpoint 
at trade, will have to back up its aspirations for a 
peaceful world with power. 
It does not have that 
power now. It will not have that power until it has 
finished the job of gearing its productive capacity 
to its military needs.
